AMENDMENT 
Article IX 


Sec. I. 
The General Assembly 
may define and claaaify property 
for taxation, but all such defini­ 
tions and classifications shall be 
reasonable and be based solely on 
the nature and characteristics of 
the property and not on the nature, 
characteristics, residence or busi­ 
ness of the owner or the amount 
or number owfned. All real estate 
shall constitute one class, except 
that lands used for forestry pur­ 
poses and mineral rights in land 
may be classified separately. 
If 
any class of property is t«Aed by 
valuation, such tax shall be uni­ 
form as to the class. 
Sec. 2. 
The General Assembly 
may levy or authorize the levy «f 
such other kinds of taxes as it may 
deem necessary, which shall be uni­ 
form upon the same class of sub­ 
jects within the territorial limits 
of the authority levying the tax, but 
shall not levy or authorize the levy 
of a graduated income tax.

have “no cause for alarm.” 
Bundesen said he “would adviso 
delegates or non-delegates or any­ 
one to get vaccinated," but caid 
he had not suggested that Demo­ 
crats coming 
to the convention 
leave their children at home. 


"The mere fact that they are ta 
Chicago has nothing to do with 
it," Bundesen said. 
"There’s no 
epidemic here. 
"If delegates bring their children 
—or don’t bring their children—I 
advise them to get them vaccinal- 
ed.” 
The polio upsurge was running 
far ahead of 1952, when the city’* 
previous biggest outbreak occur­ 
red.
